The  culture  of  Gladiolus  is  easy.  Plant  four  to  five  inches  deep  on  a  sun-shiny 
place  where  the  ground  is  well  cultivated.  Bulbs  can  be  lifted  in  October  and  dried  for 
a  week.  Store  in  a  cool,  non-freezing  place. 

,  Cut  the  flowers  in  the  morning  when  they  are  fresh,  and  put  in  cold  Water. 
Change  the  water  each  day  and  slice  off  one-half  inch  of  the  stalk.  The  cooler  the  room 
the  better  they  keep. 

Orders  are  shipped  as  early  in  the  spring  as  the  weather  permits.  We  fill  orders 
generously  as  our  customers  know. 

We  extend  to  you  a  cordial  invitation  to  visit  the  gardens  during  the  flowering 
time  which  is  from  July  until  severe  freezing  weather.
